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GIVE IT BACK .. . NOW! 


A Washington bureaucrat is sitting on the present and 
future welfare of the city of Menlo Park and the county of San 
Mateo, and he has just six weeks to get off. 

If, within six weeks, the federal government has not con- 
firmed that it will follow through with release of Stanford Vill- 
age property to Stanford university, the Stanford Research Insti- 
tute will go ahead with plans to leave this community and con- 
struct its permanent quarters in South Palo Alto. 

If that happens, it will seriously damage not only the pride, 
but the pocketbook, of every citizen of this city. 

If that happens, Menlo Park will have suffered in vain from 
the past years of carrying the choicest parcel of land in the heart 
of the city as a tax-free government-owned establishment. We 
will have——gladly, we thought while we were doing it-—paid 
out-of-pocket costs to provide schools, police, fire, and health 
protection to residents of that area for nothing. 

It is hard to add up exactly what services to Stanford Vill- 
age have cost the city, the school district, the fire district, the 
sanitary district and all the other agencies that have cared for 
the establishments and the residents in that area. But the sums 
are considerable. 

Just for one example: 

During 1953 the Menlo Park Elementary School District edu- 
cated 114 children from Stanford Village. The cost of putting one 
child through our elementary schools for one year averages $280. 
Therefore, the cost of instruction for those Stanford Village chil- 
dren for 1953 was about $31,920. 

The share of this cost paid by the federal government “in 
lieu” of taxes was $5079. The state of California, in its regular 
share of school operating costs, based on number of children in 
average daily attendance, paid some $14,820. But that still 
leaves the local taxpayers of the district paying almost $10,000 
out of their own pockets to keep those children in school. 

That is not a staggering sum. But it js just one piece of the 
picture of service that local citizens of Menlo Park have for 
years been paying for their neighbors who happen to live on tax- 
exempt property. 

Now it appears that the federal government is trying to take | 
a profit from disposal of Village lands. | 

The government paid about $1000 an acre for that land. It 
used it-—and was welcome——as an army hospital site. Since! 
then the property has been well put to use to house Stanford) 
students, mostly former G.Is. 

All of a sudden the government, which still owns the prop- 
erty only because of its own red tape and uncertainty, has looked 
across the fence at Linfield Oaks and decided that Stanford Vill- 
age is worth $35,000 an acre. And they want to collect that profit! 

That profit——even if the land were worth that much, which 
it isn't——is due to increased value of property under the city’s 
professional and administrative zoning. It is there only because | 
unpaid, elective officials of this city had the courage and vision! 
to pioneer a new idea of land development and because they 
extended that vision to properties that were not yet available 
for such use. ; 

We never worried about the cost of carrying the village as 
a tax-free load. It was in a good cause, and we looked forward 


Gas Tax 
Revenues 
Important 


By CHARLES P. bURGESS 

One of the major sources of re- 
venue to the cities of California 
is the five-eighths of one cent of 
the gasoline tax that is distributed 
to them by the state. The distri- 
bution is by population, and this 
year is about $3 per capita, giving 
Menlo Park an allocation estimat- 
ed now at $66,010. 

Of this sum only 40 per cent 
may be used for street mainten- 
ance; the balance must be used 
for construction on major city 
streets. We have therefore, this 
year estimated $26,404 of gas 
tax money available to meet the 
regular street department bud- 
get of $69,835 (exclusive of 
street lighting). The remaining 
$43,431 must be met from gen- 
eral city revenue. 

After deduction of the mainten- 
ance money there is left for major 
street projects $39,606. Against 
this sum there are four 1953-54 
projects budgeted with an estimat- 
ed cost of $40,000. 

First, is an estimated $14,500 
for work on the intersection of 
Middlefield and Willow including 
traffic signals. The bid was award- 
ed at the last council meeting at a

First, Walrath explains. the mo- 
thers have the advantage of being 
given considerable better train- 
ing before they tangle with the 
vroblem of keeping the boys in 
line. 

LEADERS’ COURSE 

The den leaders’ course is com- 
posed of eight meetings, at which 
the women who volunteer get 
their basic instruction on how to 
manage the youngsters: once 
a month, they meet with other 
den leaders from their pack for 
roundtable discussions on a dis- 
‘trict-wide basis. 

Each quarter, too, the Cubmas- 
‘ter of each pack distributes to the 
den mothers a “journal,” outlin- 
ing projects which may be under- 
taken at den meetings for the suc- 
ceeding three months, and sugges- 
ting crafts and games, 

Also outlined are suggestions as 
‘to what the den can do at the re- 
gular monthly pack meeting and 
what displays the Cubs can work 
on for their “display table.” 

OUT OF TROUBLE 


Not only does the den meeting 


serve to keep the boys out of trou- 
ble for one afternoon a w eek, 
but it also serves to help them be 
more easily managed around 
home, according to Walrath. Cub 
Scouts are given a list of projects 
to keep them busy during their 
spare time: their parents ahe sup- 
posed to “grade” them on their 
work. 


Meanwhile, of course, there are 


pitfalls, Walrath admits. Boys 
will be boys. Once in a while they 
will get a little out of hand. For 
this, the executive © recommends a 
“change of pace,” with some qui- 
et activity substituting for the 
more violent one that got out of 
hand—a more “alert” type of ac- 
tivity for the quieter one which | 
failed to keep the boys interested. ' 

As the population grows, there 
‘will be more and more mothers in 
this area, whose sons will become 
eligible for Cub Scouting. That 
means there will be more and 
more need for den mothers to han- 
dle the job.

The eleventh annual fund: and 
membership drive of Guide Dogs 
for the Blind, Inc., went into its 
first lap this week, with $9000 set 
as goal for San Mateo county. Co- 
chairmen of the peninsula cities 
are Mrs. Dent Macdonough or 
Woodside and Mrs. Samuel Crim 
of San Mateo. 


Guide Dogs for the Blind is one 
of two such organizations in the 
entire United States and the only 
one accredited by the Veterans 
Administration serving the 11 
Western ‘states.
